MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  & GENTLEMEN, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  as  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  1950. 

The  estimated  population  as  calculated  by  The  Registrar  General  was 
89.887  compared  with  86.599  in  1949 — an  increase  of  3,288.  This  figure 
is  used  in  all,percentage  calculations,  including  Birth  and  Death  rates. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  1950  was  17.6,  compared  with  17.9  for  1949.  The 
comparative  figures  for  England  and  Wales  were  15.8  and  16.7. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  higher  than  in  1949,  being  2.5 
per  1,000  births.  2 maternal  deaths  were  recorded  in  1949  and  4 in  1950. 

There  were  33  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  28  respiratory  and  5 non- 
respiratory. 

Further  observations  on  the  health  service  will  be  found  in  the 
Report. 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Committee  for  their  help  and  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

DEATHS. 

The  Deaths  at  all  ages  from  all  causes  registered  during  the  year  1950 
numbered  1,142,  564  males  and  578  females,  giving  a Death  Rate  of  12.8 
per  1,000  population.  This  is  a decrease  of  0.5  in  the  Death  Rate  compared 
with  last  year’s  figures. 

The  Death  Rate  per  1,000  population  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.6. 


INFANT  MORTALITY. 

There  were  56  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  giving  a 
Death  Rate  of  35.2  compared  with  a rate  of  39.9  for  the  previous  year.

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  rate  of  2.5  per  1,000  births  was  higher  than 
the  corresponding  figure  of  1.3  for  the  preceding  year.  Both  figures,  how- 
ever, compare  favourably  with  the  average  rate  of  2.8  for  the  preceding 
10  years. 

Maternal  Deaths  were  investigated  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  and 
the  County  Nursing  Officer.

BOARDED-OUT  CHILDREN. 

Thirty-two  children  were  boarded-out  with  Foster  Parents  and  their 
welfare  is  supervised  by  the  Children’s  Officer  and  the  District  Nurses. 
(Reports  as  to  their  well-being  are  received  from  the  District  Nurses. 


ADOPTION  OF  CHILDREN  (Regulation)  ACT,  1939. 

During  1950  twenty-three  Adoption  Orders  were  granted,  five  of  which 
were  in  respect  of  children  in  the  care  of  this  Authority.

Health  Services  provided  by  Local  Health  Authority  under 
Part  III  of  the  Act. 


COUNTY  AMBULANCE  SERVICE— Section  27. 

As  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  Local  Health  Authority  is  responsible 
for  the  provision  of  a free  Ambulance  Service  “ For  the  conveyance  of 
persons  suffering  from  illness,  or  mental  defectiveness,  or  expectant  or 
nursing  mothers  from  places  in  their  area  to  places  in  or  outside  their  area.” 

The  service  is  provided  by  an  Agency  Agreement  with  the  Welsh  Home 
Service  Ambulance  Committee  for  the  provision  and  maintenance  of  Am- 
bulances, also  the  neces.sary  Staffs  and  Garage  accommodation. 

In  addition,  there  is  an  agreement  with  Cardiganshire  for  the  use  of 
their  Ambulances  for  border  cases  and  a mutual  aid  arrangement  with 
Carmarthenshire  for  the  conveyance  of  patients  living  on  the  borders  of 
Pembrokeshire  and  Carmarthenshire. 


There  is  an  arrangements  with  hire  car  owners  in  the  County  to  trans- 
port “ sitting-case  ” patients  to  and  from  Hospitals.

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MIDWIFERY  AND  HOME  NURSING  SERVICES— Sections  23  and  2S. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  provides  a Midwifery  and  Home  Nursing 
Service  through  the  agency  of  the  County  Nursing  Association,  which  is 
supervised  by  the  County  Nursing  Officer  under  the  direction  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer. 

There  are  38  District  Nursing  Associations  affiliated  to  the  County 
Association,  employing  42  nurse  midwives,  of  these  : — 

9 are  Queen’s  Nurses. 

3 have  had  Queen’s  District  Training. 

16  are  fully  trained. 

14  are  Village  Nurse  Midwives. 

In  addition  there  are  : — 

1 County  Relief  Nurse. 

6 Area  Relief  Nurses. 

1 Part-time  Relief  Nurse. 

Four  districts  are  without  a nurse  and  are  cared  for  by  arrangement 
with  nurses  in  adjacent  areas  and  pending  the  appointment  of  suitable 
Candidates. 

The  Association  has  established  an  Emergency  Roll 
Nurses  to  undertake  urgent  duty,  but  less  use  has  been  ^^de  of  this  roll 
owing  to  the  appointment  of  relief  nurses.  So  far  as  possible  only  fully 
qualified  nurses  are  being  appointed  to  posts  that  become  vacant. 

Thirty  Nurse  Midwives  ^ve  their  own  cars,  and  16  are  provided  by 
the  County  Nursing  Association. 

A car  hire  service  is  arranged  in  the  remaining  districts. 

Durinn  the  year  90  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practise  in  the 
County  Six  District  Midwiyes  left  and  five  new  appointments  were  made.

TRAINING  IN  GAS  AND  AIR  ANALGESIA. 

There  are  now  33  midwives  trained  in  the  administration  of  Gas  and 
Air  Analgesia.  Each  midwife  is  supplied  with  a Gas  and  Air  apparatus 
atter  training,  and  these  machines  are  serviced  once  every  three  months 
by  the  manufacturers,  for  which  the  County  pays  a rate  of  £2  I Os.  Od.  per 
annum  per  machine.  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia  was  administered  to  340 
cases  during  the  year. 
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The  lack  of  suitable  housing  is  preventing  many  nurses  from  taking 
up  duties  in  this  County  who  would  otherwise  be  glad  to  do  so.  The 
Joint  Housing  Sub-Committee  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  County 
Nursing  Association  has  approved  plans  for  the  building  of  small  houses 
with  garages  by  the  County  Council  in  certain  areas  where,  at  present,  suit- 
able accommodation  cannot  be  found. 


ROYAL  COLLEGE  OF  MIDVVIVES. 

The  Pembrokeshire  Branch  of  the  Royal  College  of  Midwives  met 
five  times  during  the  year.  Lectures  were  given  by  Medical  Practitioners 
in  the  area  and  also  by  Miss  Williams,  Superintendent,  Queen’s  Home, 
Cardiff.  These  meetings  were  well  attended  and  the  lectures  much  ap- 
preciated. 

A delegate  attends  the  Domiciliary  Midwives  Council  which  is  held  in 
London  every  quarter. 


VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION— Section  26. 


VACCINATION. 

As  stated  in  previous  Reports  Vaccination  is  no  longer  compulsory. 

Vaccination  is  undertaken  by  all  General  Practitioners  in  the  County 
and  it  is  carried  out  at  the  homes  or  the  Surgeries. 

509  successful  vaccinations  were  carried  out  during  the  year  compared 
with  407  in  1949. 

In  addition,  146  persons  over  five  years  of  age  were  re-vaccinated. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  are  undertaken  by  the  District  Medi- 
cal Officers  of  Health,  who  engage  General  Practitioners  to  carry  out  the 
work. 

Children  are  immunised  as  far  as  possible  before  their  first  birthday 
and  provision  is  also  made  for  the  reinforcing  injections  later.

CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN— Section  22. 

The  administrative  arrangements  are  undertaken  by  the  Staff  of  the 
County  Health  Department  and  the  County  Nursing  Association  under  the 
direction  of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  Authority’s  Medical  Officers  and  Health  Visitors  or  local  District 
Nurse  Health  Visitors  attend  the  Welfare  Centres.  These  Nt^ses  also 
undertake  work  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Nursing  Officer. 

Special  examinations  of  those  who  cannot  attend  the  Welfare  Centres 
is  carried  out  either  at  the  home  or  by  special  arrangement.

In  cases  where  there  is  difficulty  in  attending  Clinics,  transport  will  be 
arranged  through  the  Car  Service  for  “ Sitting-cases  ” provided  under  Sec- 
tion 27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

Ante-natal  Clinics,  conducted  by  District  Nurses,  are  held  at  lenby, 
Pembroke,  Pembroke  Dock,  Milford  Haven  and  Saundersfoot. 

These  are  carried  out  for  the  convenience  of  both  Mother  and  Mid- 
wives. 

All  Expectant  Mothers  are  referred  by  Nurses  to  their  own  Doctor, 
who  carries  out  3 examinations  at  regular  intervals.  The  Nurse  mean- 
while keeps  the  patients  under  observation  and  can  refer  for  additional 
examinations  if  required  ; this  includes  blood  examination  of  all  kinds. 

FIRST  Examination  ; When  the  Patient  books  a midwife. 

SECOND  Examination  ; Between  28th  and  32nd  week  of  Pregnancy. 

THIRD  Examination  : Post-natal  examination  about  6 weeks  after  the 
birth  of  child^ 

This  scheme  is  proposed  only  for  expectant  mothers  who  book  mid- 
wives, thereby  elintinating  all  Maternity  and  Hospital  cases— these  would 
have  medical  care. 

Nurses  will  continue  to  use  medical  aid  forms  when  doctors  are  re- 
quired at  confinements  for  abnormalities. 

Special  cases  will  be  referred  to  Obstetricians  and  Gynaecologists 
provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  will  be  examined  by  these 
specialists  in  the  nearest  hospital  or  clinic,  and,  if  necessary,  in  the  home. 


CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS. 

Seventy-nine  premature  births  were  notified  during  the  year  as  having 
a birth  weight  of  S^lbs.  or  less.  35  were  born  at  home  and  44  in  Hospital. 

Fourteen  died  during  the  first  24  hours  and  8 later. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  Medical  and  Nursing  facilities  to 
be  at  the  disposal  of  expectant  mothers  and  premature  infants. 


Draught-proof  cots,  hot  water  bottles,  thermometers,  warm  clothing 
etc.,  are  available  for  use  in  the  home  when  required. 

The  services  of  a Paediatrician  are  available  and  arrangements  for 
admission  of  premature  infants  to  Hospitals  are  made  where  necessary. 


DENTAL  CARE. 

.County  Scheme  for  Dental  Care  of  expectant  mothers  and  young 
children  is  set  out  below  : — 


(a)  Expectant  mothers  will  be  referred  to  Dental  Officers  immediately 
they  see  the  Doctors  o"  Nurses. 

(b)  Nursing  mothers  will  again  be  examined  after  their  children  are 
born. 

(c)  Young  children  will  be  examined  every  six  months  and  when  they 
reach  school  age  they  will  come  under  the  care  of  the  School 
Dental  Service. 

As  stated  in  previous  reports  it  has  not  been  possible  to  put  this 
scheme  into  operation  owing  to  lack  of  Dental  Staff. 


SUPPLY  OF  WELFARE  FOODS. 

Infant  foods  at  reduced  rates  are  supplied  to  mothers  at  the  various 
Welfare  Centres  in  the  County. 

Fruit  Juices  and  Cod  Liver  Oil  are  also  available. 

PROVISION  OF  MATERNITY  OUTFITS. 

Maternity  outfits  of  an  approved  type  are  purchased  centrally  and  are 
stored  at  the  County  Health  Department.  They  are  sent  to  all  Domiciliary 
midwives  for  distribution  as  necessary,  at  no  cost  to  Patients. 

657  Patients  received  Maternity  Outfits. 

CARE  OF  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS  AND  THEIR  CHILDREN. 

Unmarried  expectant  mothers  requiring  residential  care  are  sent  to 
Plas  Newydd  pre  natal  and  post-natal  Hostel,  which  is  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Carmarthenshire  County  Council.  Four  beds  (2  pre-natal  and 
2 post-natal)  are  reserved  for  Pembrokeshire  patients. 

The  care  of  unmarried  mothers  and  their  children  is  undertaken  by 
the  St.  Davids  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Committee  in  conjunction  with  the 
staff  of  the  County  Health  Department.

Fifteen  children  were  placed  out  with  a view  to  legal  adoption,  4 to 
local  nurseries.  3 babies  died.  19  putative  fathers  were  written  to  or  inter- 
viewed. 6 are  supporting  their  children  under  a private  agreement.  3 Affilia- 
tion Orders  were  obtained  through  the  eourts.  2 children  were  accepted 
by  the  Catholic  Rescue  fiociety  and  admitted  to  Nazareth  House,  Swansea. 


HEALTH  VISITING. 

The  Health  Visiting  Serviee  in  the  County  consists  of  1 County  Nurs- 
ing Officer,  2 whole-time  Health  Visitors,  1 part-time  Health  Visitor  and  38 
District  Nurse  Midwives  who  undertake  part-time  Health  Visiting. 

The  Health'  Visitors  are  supervised  by  the  County  Nursing  Offieer, 
under  the  direetion  of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  scope  of  the  Service  is  the  visiting  of  persons  in  their  own  homes 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  young  children,  persons 
suffering  from  illness  and  expectant  or  nursing  mothers,  and  as  to  the 
measure  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 

The  proposals  provide  for  the  appointment  by  the  Local  Authority  of 
five  full-time  qualified  Health  Visitors  to  work  in  the  larger  Urban  Dis- 
tdicts.  In  addition,  the  County  Nursing  Association,  acting  as  agents  for~  the 
Local  Health  Authority,  will  employ  56  district  nurse  midwives,  43  of  whom 
will  devote  15  per  cent,  of  their  time  to  Health  Visiting.  This  will  give  an 
equivalent  in  terms  of  employing  6}  full-time  Health  Visitors,  thus  the  area 
will  be  covered  by  the  equivalent  of  IH  Health  Visitors. 

The  eventual  aim  is  to  employ  District  Nurse-Midwives  with  Health 
Visitors’  qualifications.  With  this  in  view,  scholarships  will  be  granted  for 
the  training  of  the  present  district  nurses  as  qualified  Health  Visitors,  and 
later,  only  nurses  with  Health  Visitors’  qualifications  will  be  appointed. 
1 scholarship  was  granted  to  a candidate  for  training  as  Health  Visitor,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  she  will  soon  be  employed  in  Haverfordwest  and  District. 

One  application  was  received  for  the  post  of  Health  Visitor  ^nd  this 
nurse  was  appointed  to  the  Pembroke  Dock  District.

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE— Section  28. 

Under  this  heading  is  included  the  After-Care  of  patients  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis,  Mental  Illness  dr  defectiveness  and  from  other  types  of 
illness,  and  the  provision  of  nursing  equipment  and  apparatus. 

The  County  Council  has  no  powers  to  give  financial  assistance  to  per- 
sons in  need  ; such  persons  must  now  apply  to  the  NaTTonal  Assistance 
Board.  However,  the  Authority  is  not  precluded  from  making  “ grants  in 
kind  ” such  as  extra  milk,  etc.,  and  also  can  provide  articles  such  as  beds, 
bedding,  bed  pans,  air-rings  and  other  articles  required  for  nursing  of 
patients  in  their  own  homes. 


A.  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Suspected  cases  of  Tuberculosis  arc  referred  to  the  Chest  Physician  of 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  who  examines  and  diagnoses  the  condition. 
He  arranges  admission  to  Ho.spital  for  domiciliary  or  other  treatment  re- 
quired. He  also  arranges  for  examination  of  contacts. 

Twenty-eight  deaths  were  attributed  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  corn- 
pared  with  41  in  1949,  and  5 deaths  were  due  to  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis 
compared  with  one  for  the  previous  year. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Chest  Physician,  extra  milk  was  granted 
to  an  average  of  28  patients  each  month  throughout  the  year.  12,530  pints 
of  milk  were  supplied  during  the  year  at  an  approximate  cost  of  £289. 

Shelters  or  chalets  arc  available  for  use  by  patients  living  in  over- 
crowded conditions,  as  a means  of  segregation  and  improved  sleeping 
accommodation.  Five  shelters  were  in  use  during  1950.

B.  C.  G.  VACCINATION. 

WELSH  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  Circular  72/49  (Wales)  sets  out  the 
arrangements  for  the  use  of  the  B.C.G.  Vaccine.  The  Vaccine  will  be  sup- 
plied to  the  Chief  Physician  and  used  by  him  for  contacts  of  persons  suffer- 
ing from  Tuberculosis. 

The  Circular  was  considered  by  the  Health  Committee  on  the  17th 
Septernber,  1949,  and  it  was  decided  that  the  Vaccine  should  be  used  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Chest  Physician.

Domiciliary  visits  are  made  to  patients  in  the  Narbcrth  and  Whitland 
areas  on  the  2nd  Thursday  of  each  month,  and  to  patients  in  the  St.

B.  MENTAL  ILLNESS  OR  DEFECTIVENESS. 

The  general  supervision  is  under  the  direction  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer  and  the  medical  staff  of  the  County  Health  Department. 

C.  OTHER  TYPES  OF  ILLNESS. 

Hospitals  notify  the  County  Health  Department  of  all  impending 
discharges  of  patients  requiring  home  nursing  or  care  of  any  description. 
This  information  is  passed  on  to  the  local  di.strict  nurses  or  Health  Visitors, 
who  will  undertake  any  treatment  recomrhended  by  Patient’s  own  Doctor. 

The  Authority  intend  to  develop  health  education  in  the  area  by  all 
appropriate  means. 

D.  VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

Persons  under  treatment  for  Venereal  Disease  are  followed  up  by  the 
medical  staff  of  the  County  Health  Department,  who  work  in  close  associa- 
tion with  Medical  Officers  of  the  venereal  disease  treatment  ccntre.s  to  which 
patients  from  this  County  are  sent,  and  with  approved  local  medical  practi- 
tioners who  undertake  the  treatment  of  venereal  disease  in  this  County. 

The  General  Practitioner  Service  has  continued  and  provides  patients 
with  treatment  facilities  within  a reasonable  distance  of  their  homes  under 
conditions  of  complete  privacy. 

A visiting  Venerealogist  supervises  the  work  and  acts  as  consultant 
when  required. 


E.  PROVISION  OF  NURSING  EQUIPMENT  AND  APPARATUS. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  has  made  arrangements  with  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society  and  the  Order  of  St.  John  for  the  loan  of  their  equip- 
ment and  use  of  their  Depots  at  ;

The  Council  also  agreed  to  pay  the  Order  of  St.  John  and  British 
Red  Cross  the  following  payments  : —

(2)  Pay  the  rent,  rates  and  insurance  of  buildings  used  as  Medical 
Comforts  Depots,  and 

(3)  Bear  the  cost  of  replenishing  equipment  as  and  when  required. 

DOMESTIC  HELP— Section  29. 

This  Scheme  for  the  provision  of  domestic  helps  was  supervised  by 
the  County  Nursing  Oflicer  acting  under  the  general  direction  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer.  Two  whole-time  and  forty-eight  emergency 
helpers  were  engaged  during  the  year.  The  whole-time  helpers  are  paid 
£3  9s.  Od.  a week,  and  the  emergency  2/-  per  hour  up  to  and  including 
the  first  34  hours,  jfter  which  the  normal  rate  for  whole-time  helpers  is 
paid.  Travelling  expenses  are  also  allowed. 

Persons  using  the  service  are  required  to  contribute  in  accordance 
with  the  scale  of  recovery,  as  laid  down  by  the  County  Council. 

Home  Helps  give  assistance  in  households  where  there  are  sick  people 
and  no  relations  to  do  the  work. 

They  are  also  available  for  lying  in  and  expectant  mothers  and  all 
cases  of  difficulty. 

All  cases,  particularly  long-term  cases,  where  domestic  helps  are 
employed  are  under  the  constant  supervision  of  the  Home  Help  Organiser. 
Their  progress  is  reported  to  the  appropriate  Committee. 

A total  of  60  maternity,  I tuberculosis  and  98  medical  or  domestic 
cases  received  assistance  during  the  period.  In  some  cases  it  was  con- 
sidered desirable  to  continue  domestic  assistance  for  long  periods. 

MENTAL  HEALTH— Section  51. 

Under  this  section  the  Local  Health  Authority,  through  the  Health 
Department,  has  become  responsible  for  the  Mental  Health  Services.  A 
Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  has  been  appointed  to  deal  with  the  Mental 
Health  Services. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  is  responsible  for  the  organisation,  con- 
trol and  medical  direction  of  the  Services.  He  is  assisted  by  the  Medical 
Staff  of  the  County  Health  Department. 

The  opinion  and  advice  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board’s  Psychiatrist 
at  St.  Davids  Hospital,  Carmarthen,  is  sought  on  occasions  when  circum- 
stances render  this  necessary. 

The  Duly  Authorised  Officer’s  duties  include  the  certification  of  per- 
sons suffering  from  Mental  Illness,  arranging  transport  and  admission  to 
hospital,  eollection  of  information  dealing  with  the  administration  of 
estates  and  care  and  after-care  in  home  of  patients.

ORTHOPAEDIC  WORK. 

Treatment  of  Orthopaedic  Defects  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision 
of  Mr.  Nathan  Rocyn  Jones,  F.R.C.S.,  through  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice and  the  same  arrangements  are  available  for  children  under  five  as  for 
school  children, 

There  wRre  241  children  under  five  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  141  of  these  were  new  cases.

Forty-eight  were  examined  and  69  re-examined  at  the  County  Hospi- 
tal by  the  Orthopaedic  Specialist. 

Three  were  admitted  to  Hospital.  One  operation  and  5 manipulations 
were  carried  out.  Plasters,  special  appliances  and  remedial  exercises,  etc., 
were  prescribed  for  others. 

The  Orthopaedic  Nurse  followed  up  all  cases  at  the  homes  or  clinics. 
She  paid  148  first  visits  and  463  reviewed  at  the  homes. 


PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

One  hundred  and  ten  persons  with  failing  eyesight  have  been  sent  to 
Ophthalmic  Surgeons  for  examination  and  report.  61  were  certified  and 
registered  as  Blind  and  43  as  partially  sighted  under  the  National  Assist- 


ance Act,  which  came  into  force  on  the  5th  July,  1948. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  accommodation  it  is  difficult  to  have  ad- 
mitted to  Hospital  pers.ons  recommended  for  surgical  tereatment.
